In favor of invalidating It. 
This decision is considered fortun- 


ate by officials of the land office, as 
the law oKice of the department nan 
expressed ihs opinion that regardless 
of the action of "soonen," in crossing 
the line before ihe signal, tne ace 01 
congress ordering that the reserva- 
tion be thrown open to settlement had 
not been violated. That act did not 
prescribe that persons should not enter 
the reservation in advance of the sig- 
nal, and there is no law under which 
the persons may be - punished.

The Rape of the Reservation, 


the Crying Shame of Nevada 


•TPHE story of the Walker River Indian Reservation is the blackest page in the public land annals 
* of the United States. As planned and executed, the opening was nothing less than a SHAME- 
FUL OUTRAGE PERPETRATED UPON THE PEOPLE OF NEVADA. 
This is the uanimous 


testimony of all witnesses, as reported in the pages of every newspaper, Republican and Democratic 
alike. 


The opening was sprung at short notice, against the protests of the Indian Agent. The date 


was fixed a FEW DAYS BEFORE ELECTION at the risk of DEPRIVING LARGE NUMBERS 
OF CITIZENS OF THEIR FRANCHISE, and so throwing the State into the Republican column. 
Never was the power of office more recklessly abused; never was public authority so prostituted to 
serve personal and partisan ends. We accuse no individuals; it remains for an impartial investiga- 
tion to disclose where personal responsibility lies. But we do arraign the Republican administration 
which is clearly responsible for its own acts and the failure of its subordinates to do even and exact 
justice to all citizens. 


But it was not merely politics. It was not enough merely to cheat men of their suffrage, 


and to attempt to betray the will of a great State. 
Men were not lacking, who GREEDY 


OF MONEY AS THEY ARE OF POWER, determined to seize the townsites and the choicest 
mineral locations, arid to this end they did not hesitate at wholesale fraud, and threats of violence, 
TO DEPRIVE HONEST PROSPECTORS OF THEIR RIGHTS. 


It has been notorious for days that favored individuals were going upon the Reservation to 


select their claims in advance of the crowd. It has even been charged that other favored individuals 
were given access to the waters of Walker Lake, that they might prepare to anticipate the rush by 
means of launches. These facts were known to the public, and better known to the officials in 
charge of the opening. 


The Indian Agent appealed to Washington and demanded that the opening be postponed. 


HIS APPEAL WAS IGNORED, HIS DEMAND DENIED. Then he appealed for troops to pre. 
serve order and to guarantee a square deal to the thousands of honest prospectors camped upon the 
borders of the reservation. 
NO TROOPS WERE SENT--the threatening situation was left in the 


feeble hands of the Indian police. 


The result was what the public feared, and what the lawless element desired. THERE 


WAS NO SEMBLANCE OF ORDER, NO PRETENSE OF JUSTICE, in the opening of this rich 
district, which belongs to all the people and in which all citizens are entitled to enjoy equal rights. 
The favored few who enjoyed special privileges grabbed riches which ought to have been open to 
the competition of all. WHO GOT THE TOWNSITES? WHO GOT THE BEST MINES? Let 
the correspondent of the Republican San Francisco Call, who was an eye witness of the affair, an- 
swer for us:

Washington has committed the greatest blunder in the history ot land allotment under 
its supervision, if, indeed, officials of the-government are not guilty of the grossest

fraud. As a result, THE RICHEST MINERAL LANDS within the borders of what until today 
was the Walker River Indian Reservation ARE IN THE HANDS OF ARMED DESPERADOES, 
and the honest men who came here to play fair are camped in the desert or in the mount- 
ains, ROBBED OF WHAT SHOULD LAWFULLY BE THEIRS, but impotent in the face of the 
armed hordes that confront them. 


Such is the Republican account of the outrage perpetrated upon the people of Nevada BY 


THE REPUBLICAN OFFICIALS OF A REPUBLICAN ADMINISTRATION. Is this the BOAST- 
ED SQUARE DEAL of which we have heard so much? Rather, it is the rank injustice of those 
who CARE MORE FOR MONEY THAN THEY CARE FOR MEN, AND MORE FOR POWER 
THAN FOR THE WELFARE OF THE STATE OR THE HONOR OF THE NATION. 


Men of Nevada, will you submit to such a betrayal of your rights and such a prostitution of 


justice ? Will you allow the thieves to get away with the booty? Will you entrust the power of 
State government, and your representation at Washington, IN THE HANDS OF THOSE WHO 
WOULD EXCUSE THIS INFAMY AND PROTECT THE MEN RESPONSIBLE FOR IT? 


That is the question to be answered at every ballot box throughout the length and breadth of 


Nevada on the Sixth of November. If the people act wisely we have not yet heard the last of the 
Walker River outrage. If the honest representatives of an honest party are elected next Tuesday 
we have only heard the beginning.

the public domain, is the greatest challenge ever flung to the voters of Nevada. IT IS TREASON TO

do not fail to vote next Tuesday. At whatever sacrifice or cost, get to your precinct on November 
6th and let your ballot resent this crime against popular rights. 


Nevada cries out for justice, and in this hour of shame and humiliation Nevada appeals with 


equal confidence to honest Republicans and honest Democrats. The Republican party as a 
whole will never stand for the rape of Walker River Reservation. It will never stand for 
the high-handed assault of Republican officials on the rights of citizenship—-the right to vote and 
the right to enjoy a square deal on the public domain.
